Shanghai. Nov. 8. (8.2 p.m.).

Shanghai, Nov. 8 (4.50 p.m.). 
A Jupanese military officer be« 
lieves that Chinese <ecistanee nt 
Sbochow Creek is on the verge of 
collapse. He says that 4,000 Chin- 
ese troops behind the front line are 
moving south-west und that Chinese 
troops south of Hungjno Rond are 
withdrawing. He admits, however, 
that the Chinese front Hne js still 
intact, due to the presence of o 
back-up line on Hungjao Road 
charged with the duty of preventing 
front line troops retreating from 
their position. . 
The oMcer stated that the Japan- 
ese had crossed Lincoln Avenue, 
The Japanese alr force, he said, 
bombed large numbers of Chinese in 
western Pootung us well as Kashing 
and Minghong. The main Chinese 
body was reported to have moved 
to the west .ucross the Whangpoo 
River from Pootung.

WHERE LIES DANGER? 


A ood number of people 
suspect that the three-power 
nnti-Comintern pact, signed by 
Germany, Hady and Japan, has 
i further significance than the 
obvious, Because of the report 
that German battle craft are 
steaming to join‘Malian ships in 
Joint manoeuvres, - Paris has 
Jumped to the conclusion that. 
behind the anti-Soviet — pacific 
alliance Hos a seeret military 
scheme, ‘Phe ‘suspicion is not 
new. he joint manoeuvres 
only add to it, give. the sus- 
picious something tangible fo 
chew on. The decidedly con- 
servative Daily Telegraph. in 
London observes: “This bripuded 
hostilily towards the Soviet is 
easily capable of transformation 
into forms which would chal- 
lenge much more than Rol- 
shevism . . Both France aud 
Britain, and the United States 
as well, might. .be_exeused_for. 
not) finding much reassurance 
ina barrier against Bolshevism 
which extends from the Baltic 
and North Sea, through the 
Mediterranean to the Pacific.

Magellan, 
whose ship returned from the “round 
trip’. in .1622, did not complete the 
journcy. himself, . 

After feorful  hordshbips ‘and 
100-days crosaing of the Pacific 
Ocean, tiurlng which the sallors had 
to eat rats and lenther, Magellan was 
KHled In the Philippines and was 
thus denied the honour of being the 
Hirst captain to sai} his, ship round 
the world, : ‘ 

Only one of the five ships which 
set out, returned to Spain, and the 
tlme taken wos 11 days short of 
three years, 

Drake took three years ond four 
months for the journey In the Golden 
Hind, but not a slttle of this time was 
spent in plundering Spanish settle- 
ments in the New World.

Jules Verne’s Fancy 


The coming of railways and steam- 
ships opencd up . new — possibilities, 
America hud been bridiyted by rail- 
way, but Jules: Verne'’s “Round the 
World In Elghty Days”. was n piece 
of fiction and not. fact in 1847 when 
it was written, aid many - pcople 
thought it a lttle fantastle, 


Fifteen yours, later an American 
woman writer, Miss Nellic Bly 


earned fame by beating Jules Verne’s 


time, In fact. Her tlme was 72 doys, 
and. it is interesting to note that re- 
cently another American woman 
Journalist traversed the same route, 
using ucroplanes, and leaving herself 
time for sightseelng in every town, 

In 1898, George GrlMth «started 
from London and covered Jules 


Verne's journcy in 16 days less than}: 


the allotted time. In 1903 the record 
for the “round trip’ was brought 
down to 35 days, but only by special 
facilities in transport. 

The record for circumnavigation by 
standard means of transport, calling 
chiefly for Ingenulty in time-table 
fitting, was brought down to sixty 
days by an American who made use 
of the Trans-Siberian Railway short- 
ly after It was opened in 1005.

: The withdrawal of the Chinese 
forces which climaxed a gallant 
struggle of mon against metal, began 
at 2am. Before leaving the Chinese 
set fire to the $20,000,000 Japanese- 
owned Toyoda cotton mil! on the south 
bank of Soochow Creek, a quarter of 
a mile from the Jessficld railway 
-bridge.—Reuter, 


Locked In Battle 


‘Shanghol, Nov, 9 (8.09 a.m.). 

Chinese and Jnpancse forces on the 
western front are at present locked 
in a severe battle, In which the din 
of trench mortars and howitzers 
punctuates the almost continuous 
machine-gun fire. This battle has 
raged two days. Casualties are 
heavy. 

The Japanese appear to have made 
further gains, but so far there is no 
sign of a gencral Chinese withdrawal, 
which was formerly anticipated in 
some quarters, 

Mcanwhile the Japanese claim to 
have captured part of the Sungklang 
estate, and Japanese troops are now 
fighting for possession of the whole 
town from where the entire civilian 
Population, estimated at 70,000 has 
already evacuated. 

On the other hand the Chinese 
elaim Japanese penetration frorm 
Hangchow Bay has been definitely 
checked with the arrival of Chinese 
reinforcements, which have taken up 
their positions on three sides of the 
Japanese forees In an attempt. to 
localise the warfare on the coast and 
to forestall a decisive outcome in 
favour of the Japanese which would 
vitally affect the Chinese positlons in 
Shanghai.—Renter. 


Matsui’s Prediction 


Coming True 


Shanghai, Nov. 9 

General’s Matsul's prediction that 
the Shanghai area would be cleared 
of Chinese troops by November 10 
ix being fulfled. 

The bulk of the Chinese forces on 
the western front are withdrawing 
quietly In good order, while the 
rearguard js fighting a bitter action. 

Scattered Chinese outposts are 
engaging the chemy, but their with- 
drawal or annihilatlon is expected 
sometime to-day, 

This development means that war- 
fare will, for the first time for almost 
three months, be removed from areas 
contiguous to the International Settle- 
ment. 

The Chinese ‘take the view that the 
engagement at Soochow Creek, like 
Chapel, is “only a phasc—not the end

At 4.30 p.m. the Sydney opencd fire 
again and continued to sheli the 
battered Emden for about five 
minutes. The white flag wos then 
hoisted by von Muller and his sub- 
mission was received, . 

One party of Germans, left ashore 
when the Emden steamed out to 
engage the Sydney, escaped in an 
auxiflary schooner, the Ayesha. 

CASUALTIES COMPARED 

The cusuulties in the Sydncy were 
wounded 
(since dead), four severely, and four 
silghtly wounded, The killed aboard 
the Emden from Captsin von Muller‘s 
own statement were seven officers 
and-180 men. Three offleers and 53 
men were wounded, one officer and 
three men Inter dying of their 
wounds. Altogether 11 ‘officers, 9 
warrant officers and 191 men were 
taken aboard the Sydney.

Several huge fires started 
by bombs droppal in the morning 
were still burning late in the after- 
noon. 


Widespread Damage 


Tunghsiang was raided twice, At 
8,30 om. three Japanese plancs ma- 
chint-gunned the surburban districts 
whilst at 2.48 p.m, three other plancs 
dropped bombs inside the city, kill- 
ing the civilians and demolishing 
about 50 houses. 


Sinshih was also attacked twice. 
At 140 p.m. two planes released seven 
bombs on the railway station, severc- 
ly dnmaging the platform and bulld- 
ings, At 4.25 p.m, three other planes 
flew over the clty and dropped one 
bomb, killings a man and destroying 
45 shops.

ASHES: DUMPED OVERBOARD 
The first thing a’ fireman had to 
do on taking up his watch was to 
trim the fire and put water over the 
hot ashes, which were then taken to 
the deck and dumped overboard. 
In his opinion the first oxploalon oc- 
curred “after the fire had been 
trimmed, though he did not see any-

Mr. Thomas Ensdole, Chicf En- 
gincer, sald he had lost his certificate 
in the fire, At the time of the first 
explosion he was In his cabin, ‘nbout 
to go to bed, having just completed 
his watch. As soon os he heard the 
explosion, he came out and ‘saw 
flames coming out of No.’ 2 hold, 
He started the fire pumps, ufter 
which he went to the stokehgid and 
engine-room, where he found every- 
thing was all right.

Because of the report 
that German battle craft are 
steaming to join Italian ships in 
joint manoeuvres, Paris hag 
Jumped to the conclusion that 
behind the anti-Soviet pacific 
alliance lies a secret military 
scheme, The suspicion is not 
new. The joint manoeuvres 
only add to it, give the sus- 
picious something tangible to 
chew’ on. The decidedly con- 
servative Daily Telegraph in 
London observes: “This brigaded 
hostility towards the Soviet js 
easily capable of: transformation 
into forms which would chal- 
lenge much more than Bol- 


~tshevism 7-7" Both’ France and 


Britain, and the United States 
ag well, might be excused for 
not finding much reassurance 
in a barrier against Bolshevism 
which: extends from the Baltic 
and North Sea, through the 
Mediterranean to the Pacific. 
Indeed, France and Britain 
might be excused for believing 
their concern for this pact is 
more diroct than the Sovict's.” 
Let it be granted that Ger- 
many and Japin have some 
cause to fear the effect. of 
Russian advocacy of world re- 
volution, backed by an army 
variously estimated at from 
3,000,000 to 6,000,000 men, and 
including vast air and me 
chanised forces capable of swift 
movement across the frontiers.

176,337 ‘temporarily Inid off, and 
54,299 normally in casual employ- 
ment.. This was 51,045 more than 
the month before but 166,400 less on 
a comparable basis than a year be- 
fore.—British Wireless.
